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Production  expenses  in  1944  are  expected  to  exceed  those  of  1943,  but  the  increase  -ill 
be  small  compared  to  the  pronounced  upward  trend  which  took  place  between  1940  and  1943. 

Farm-mortgage  interest  and  taxes  as  a  percentage  of  total  expenses  declined  from  1940  to 
they  did  from  1914  to  1918.

Somewhat  larger  quantities  of  both  milk  sold  at  wholesale 
and  butterfat  were  marketed  at  slightly  lower  prices  than  in  May,  while  the 
quantity  of  milk  sold  at  retail  declined „ 

Sales  of  eggs  and  broilers  dropped  but  marketings  of  chickens  increased,! 
resulting  in  a  gr®ater~than~usual  decline  in  receipts  from  poultry  and  ©ggSo 
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While  receipts  from  meat  animals  in  June  were  somewhat  less  than 
in  May,  the  decrease  was  not  as  great  as  generally  occurs.  Marketings 
of  cattle,  hogs,  sheep  and  lambs  were  down  slightly  but  sales  of  calves 
made  substantial  gains. 

The  preliminary  estimate  for  total  receipts  from  farm  marketings 
for  the  first  6  months  in  19*44  was  8,671  million  dollars,  11  percent  greater 
than  for  the  same  period  in  19*4-3-     Income  for  all  commodity  groups  except 
cotton  and  cottonseed,  oil-hearing  crops,  and  poultry  and  eggs  made  signif- 
icant gains.     Receipts  from  wheat  over  the  entire  period,  but  especially 
during  June,  were  much  largefe  than  for  19*4-3  and  accounted  for  most  of  the 
gain  in  income  from  food  grains.     Increased  receipts  from  citrus  fruits 
were  largely  responsible  for  the  rise  in  income  from  fruits  and  nuts. 
Heavy  marketings  of  cattle,  calves,  and  hogs  raised  cash  receipts  from  meat 
animals  16  percent  above  19*4-3* 

Summary 

Revised  estimates  of  total  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  the 
United  States  for  May  were  1,-4-52  million  dollars,  k  percent  greater  than  for 
the  same  month  in  19*4-3.    Receipts  from  crops  were  only  1  percent  above  May 
last  year  while  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  was  5  percent 
greater. 

Regionally,  receipts  from  crops  ranged  from  20  percent  below  May  19*+ 3 
in  the  South  Central  Region  to  23  percent  above  in  the  West  North  Central 
Region.     In  the  South  Central  Region  income  from  crops  was  below  19*43  in  all 
States  except  Texas.     One  of  the  most  important  reasons  for  the  relatively 
low  income  this  year  is  the  poor  strawberry  crop.    This  tended  to  reduce 
income  in  most  States  in  the  region  rather  severely.    Receipts  from  truck 
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crops  were  down  slightly  or  about  the  same'  in  most  States,  hut  Texas 
showed  a  gain  of  11  percent.    Receipts  from  grain  sorghums  were  also  high 
in  Texas . 

Income  from  wheat  and  corn  was  high  in  nearly  all  States  in  the  West 
North  Central  Region.     Larger  quantities  of  wheat  were  sold  at  higher  prices 
while  higher  prices  alone  were  significant  in  "bringing  about  the  gain  in 
receipts  from  corn. 

The  State  showing  greatest  percentage  decline  in  receipts  from  crops 
compared  with  May  19^3  was  New  Mexico  where  income  dropped  65  percent. 
Receipts  from  feed  crops  and  cotton  were  especially  low  in  this  State. 

Maine  showed  the  largest  percentage  gain  in  income  from  ctops  with 
an  increase  of  115  percent  over  May  last  year  largely  because  of  a  substan- 
tial gain  in  potato  marketings. 

lercentage  changes  in  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products 
were  less  violent.     The  lowest  regional  changes  were  found  in  the  North 
Atlantic  and  the  East  North  Central  Regions^   each  3  percent  above  May  19^+3.  ] 
The  greatest  difference  was  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region  where  receipts 
in  May  were  15  percent  greatefe  than  last  year. 

.  In  the  North  Atlantic  Region  receipts  from  chickens,  hogs,  and  milk 
made  decided  gains  which  were  partially  offset  by  a  sharp  drop  in  income 
from  eggs.     In  the  East  North  Central  Region  significant  gains  were  made  in 
receipts  from  cattle,  calves,  chickens,  and  milk  sold  at  wholesale  but  there 
were  also  marked  declines  in  income  from  eggs,  hogs,  and  butt  erf at.  The 
relatively  large  increase  in  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products 
in. May  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region  was  largely  because  of  sharp  rises  in 
receipts  from  hogs,  chickens,  and  broilers.

Percentage  changes  in' receipts  from  crops  for  the  first  5;  months 
varied  from  8  percent  above  19*+ 3  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region  to  19  percent 
above  in  the  West  North  Central  Region.     Substantial  increases  were  made  in 
the  South  Atlantic  Region  in  receipts  from  hay,  cotton,   sweetpotatoes , 
tobacco,  and  oranges,  but  marked  declines  were  registered  in  income  from 
truck  crops,  peanuts,  and  strawberries.     In  the  West  North  Central  Region 
the  most  important  gains  were  made  in  receipts  from  wheat,  feed  crops,  and 
tobacco . 

Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  for  the  first  5  months 
ranged  from  1  percent  above  19I+3  in  the  South  Central  Region  to  18  percent 
above  last  year  in  the  West  North  Central  Region.     Sharp  increases  in 
receipts  were  shown  in  the  South  Central  Region  from  hogs,  chickens,  and 
milk;  but  substantial  declines  also  occurred  in  income  from  cattle,  sheep 
and  lambs,  and  eggs.     In  the  West  North  Central  Region  the  most  significant 
gains  for  the. 5  month  period  were  made  in  receipts  from  milk,  hogs,  cattle, 
and  chickens,  while  income  from  butt erf at  and  eggs  dropped  sharply.

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Income  Indications  for  iqj& 

It  is  now  quite  evident  that  the  rapid  rise  in  agricultural  income 
sine  19/40  is  subsiding.    Preliminary  estimates  indicate  comparatively  slight 
changes  in  19UU  income  in  relation  to  1943. 

Total  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  may  he  up  2  or  3  percent  • 
providing  1944  crop  production  proves  to  he  as  large  as  is  now  indicated.  • 
This  increase  may  take  place  entirely  in  receipts  from  crops  and  will  he  due 
to  a  considerable  gain  in  receipts  from  wheat  because  of  the  apparent  record 
crop.,  and  to  smaller  increases  from  tobacco,  feed  grains  and  hay,  and  fruits, 
and  nuts. 

Ho  significant  change  in  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  product: 
is  expected.  Income  from  hogs  probably  will  not  quite  equal  the  19^3  receipts 
of  almost  3  billion  dollars,  hut  increases  in  income  from  cattle  and  calves  anc 
dairy  products  may  nearly  offset  the  slight  drop. 

Because  of  the  dairy  payment  program,  Government  payments  to  farmers 
will  exceed  those  of  last  year.    Rental  value  of  dwellings  probably  will  also 
show  some  increase,  but  value  of  products  consumed  in  the  farm  households  may 

not  change  appreciably....  . 

Some  increase  in  gross  income  may  be  looked  for  as  a  result  of  these 
changes.    Most  of  the  gain,  however,  probably  will  be  absorbed  by  increases 
in  production  expenses,  and  net  income  may  be  up  only  slightly  if  at  all  over 
191-L3.    Expenditure s  for  purchased  feed  and  for  hired  labor  probahly  will  show 
substantial  gains  reflecting  higher  prices  and  wages.-    Long-term  interest 
changes  may  he  slightly  lower  than  in  19^+3  because  of  diminished  indebtedness, 
Higher  costs,  will  bring  about  greater  expense  for  maintenance  of  buildings.. 

Net  Income  of  Parm  Operators  in  1943  was  12  Billion  Dollars 

The  tables  on  pages  10-11  show  the  relation  between  net  income  of 
persons  on  farms  and  of  persons  not  on  farms.     The  net  income  of  farm  operato] 
in  1943  from  farming  was  11.4  billion  dollars,   including  Government  payments 
12  billion  dollars.     The  figarc  of  12  billion  dollars  including  Government 
payments  was  an  increase  of  29  percent  over  the  net  income  of  9.3  billion 
dollars  received  in  1942  and  a  gain  of  155  percent  over  the  average  1935-39 
net  income  of  4.7  billion  dollars.     The  net  income  is  arrived  at  by  sub- 
tracting the  expenses  of  production  from  the  gross  income.     Gross  income, 
which  consists  of  the  total  cash  income  from  farm  marketings,  Government . pay- 
ments, value  of  products  consumed  in  farm  households,  and  refntal  value  of 
farm  dwellings,  increased  103  percent  since  1940.    Production  expenses,  hovr- 
evcr,  rose  only  70' percent  during  the  same  period,  and  net  income  gained 
l6l  percent. 

"Adding  adjustments  made,  for     inventory  changes  and  wages  to  laborers 
on  farms  gives  the  net  income  from  agriculture  to  persons  living  on  farms 
including  operators  and  laborers  on  farms.     This  income  of  13.7  billion 
dollars  for  1943  is  20  percent  greater  than  for  1942  and  15U  percent  greater 
than  for  either  19U0  or  the  1935-39  average. 
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Besides  the  net  income  from-  the  operation  of  their  farms,  persons 
living  on  farms  obtain  other  income  such  as  salaries  or  wages  for  services 
:rendered . to  town  or  county,  income  for  work  performed  for  other  farmers, 
: wages  for  working  in  industrial  occupations,  salaries  and  income  from  pro- 
fessional pursuits,,  income  from  rents,  dividends,  and  royalties.    An  attempt 
has  "been  made  to  approximate  the  income  from  these  sources  and,  when  added 
to  the  net  income  from  agriculture  to  persons  living  ;on  farms,  the  total  net 
income  of  persons  on  forms  is  arrive'd  at.     For  19^3>  the  total  net  income 
thus  computed  was  17.5  "billion  dollars  which  was  21  percent  greater  than  for 
19^2  and  12k  percent  .above  19H.O. 

In  order  to  ohtain  the  .total  net  income  of  persons  not  on  farms,  farm 
mortgage  interest,  net  rent  to.  non-farm  landlords,  -and  that  part  of  the  farm 
wages  paid  to  laborers  not  oh  farms  is  added-  to-  the-  net  income  of  persons 
not'  living  on  farms  from  nonagriculutral  sources.     The  total  net  income  to 
persons  not  on  farms  in  19U3  was  130.3  billion  dollars.    This  represented  a 
gain  of  23  percent  over  19^2  and  an  increase  of  85  percent  over  19U0. 

The  national  income  which  is  the  sum  of  the  net  incomes  to  persons 
not  on  farms  and  to  persons  on, farms  was  l^TiS  billion  dollars  in  I9H3.  This 
was  23  percent  higher  than  for  19^2  and  89  percent  above  19U0. 

When  these  net^income  figures  are  converted  to  a  per  capita  basis  the 
discrepancy  "between  the  levels  ;of  income. to  persons  on  farms  and  to  persons 
not  on  farms  is  at  once  apparent.     The  per  capita  net  income  of  persons  on 
farms  gradually  increased  from  .$258  in  19H0  to. $628  in  19^3  while  the  per 
capita  net  income  of  persons  not  on  farms  ranged  from  $699  in  I9U0  to  $1,208 
in  19k3.    When  the  per  capita  net  income  index  for  persons  on  farms  is  divided 
"by  the  per  capita  net  income  index  for  persons  not  on  farms  it  is  found  that 
the  parity  ratio  has  risen  from  90  in  19^0  to  1^3  in  I9H3.     In  other  words, 
the  parity  ratio  has  "been  steadily  gaining  since  19U0  in  favor  of  persons 
living  on  farms.

North  Atlantic  Region 

Cash  receipts  from  crop  marketings  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region  for 
May  wore  11  percent  lower  than  for  May  19^3.     Income  from,  truck  crop?,  apples, 
soybeans,  and  tobacco  dropped  sharply.     Receipts  from  potatoes  and  hay  showed' 
some  gains.     Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  were  3  percent 
higher  than. for  May  19^3.     Increases  were  especially  sharp  in  receipts  from 
chickens,  hogs,  and  milk  sold  at  wholesale.     Receipts  from  eggs  made  a  rather 
pronounced  drop. 

For  the  first  5  months,  receipts  from  crops  were  12  percent  above  the 
same  period  in  19^3.    Outstanding  gains  were  made  quite  generally  throughout 
the  region  by  receipts  from  hay  and  potatoes.     Receipts  from  livestock  and 
livestock  products  for  the  5  months  period  showed  a  go,in  of  k  perpent. 
Increases  made  by  sale  of  chickens,  hogs,  and  wholesale  milk  were  especially 
prominent.     Receipts  from  eggs  and  butt  erf  rat  declined.

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East  North  Central  Region 

Receipts  from  crops  in  the  East  North  Central  Region  showed  a  gain 
of  2  percent  for  the  month  of  May  in  relation  to  the  same  month  in  19^3. 
Receipts  from  corn  showed  a  moderate  gain  hut  increases  in  income  from  hay-, 
potatoes,  and  dried  beans  showed  larger  percentage  gains.    Receipts  from  .. 
strawberries,  oats,  and  truck  crops,  declined  sharply.    Receipts  from  live- 
stock and  livestock  products  increased  3  percent  as  compared  with  May  I9H3.

Receipts 
from  oats,  barley,  and  truck  crops  were  down  moderately.    Receipts  from  live- 
stock and  livestock  products  advanced  11  percent  over  the  first  5  months  in 
1543.     Increases  in  receipts  from  hogs,  cattle,  and  milk  sold  at  wholesale 
were  outstanding.    Receipts  from  eggs  and  butterfat  were  down. 

West  North  Central  Region 

In  the  West  North  Central  Region  receipts  from  crops  increased  23  per- 
cent  during  the  month  of  May  over  the  same  month  in  19^3.  Receipts  from 
v/heat  advanced  sharply  in  all  States,  and  smaller  gains  were  made  by  corn, 
soybeans,  oats,  and  barley.  Receipts  from  fruits  fell  off  rather  sharply. 
Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  increased  h  percent  over  May 
19^3.  The  sale  of  hogs  continued  high  and  large  gains  wore  made  in  all  State 
in  the  region.  Increases  in  receipts  from  cattle,  calves,  chickens,  poult] 
.and  milk  sold  at  wholesale  were  also  shown  in  all  sections. 

Receipts  from  crops  for  the  first  5  months  made  a  gain  of  19  percent 
over  the  same  period  in  19H3.    Large  gains  in  all  States  in  receipts  from 
wheat  were  responsible  for  much  of  this  increase.    Receipts  from  livestock 
and  livestock  products  in  this  region  were  up  18  percent  compared  with  the 
same  period  in  19^3.    This  was  due  largely  to  especially  large  gains  in 
receipts  from  hogs,  cattle,  and  milk  sold  at  wholesale.    Receipts  from  hogs 
showed  outstanding  gains  in  all  States  and  receipts  from  milk  advanced  in  all 
sections. 

South  Atlantic  Region 

In  the  South  Atlantic  region,  receipts  from  crops  in  May  dropped  11 
percent  below  the  same  month  in  I9U3.    Receipts  from  strawberries,,  cotton, 
peanuts,  potatoes,  and  truck  crops  declined  sharply,  but  receipts  from  citi 
fruits  made  decided  gains.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products 
increased  15  percent  above  May  of  last  year.    Receipts  from  hogs  and  chickci 
made  decided  gains,  but  income  from  eggs  declined  in  all  States. 

For  the  5-month  period,  January  through  May,  receipts  from  crop 
marketings  rose  g  percent.    Receipts  from  citrus  fruits  made  outstanding  gains 
over  1943.    Significant  increases  were  also  made  in  receipts  from  sweetpotatoes, 
hay,  and  corn.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  for  the  first 
5  months  increased  11  percent  over  the  same  period  in  19U3.    The  receipts 
from  hogs,  chickens,  and  milk  were  all  relatively  high 
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South  Central  Region 

Receipts  from  crops  in  the  South  Central  region  in  May  dropped  20  per- 
cent "below  the  same  month  last  year,    Receipts  from  strawberries,  cotton, 
oil-hearing  crops,  and  potatoes  were  down  sharply.    Receipts  from  grain 
sorghums  made  a  substantial  gain.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  pro- 
ducts for  May  were  7  percent  greater  than  for  May  19^3.    Decided  increases 
occurred  in  receipts  from  cattle,  calves,  chickens,  and  milk,  while  receipts 
from  eggs  dropped  in  all  States, 

Receipts  from  crops  for  the  first  5  months  rose  13  percent  above  the 
same  period  in  19^3»  as  receipts  from  grain  sorghums,  tohacco,  sweetpotatoes, 
citrus  fruits,  and  hay  all  made  marked  gains.     Receipts  from  livestock  and 
livestock  products  for  the  first  5  months  increased  1  percent  over  19^3. 
Receipts  from  cattle  wore  relatively  high  in  most  States,  hut  a  decline  of 
19  percent  from  this  source  was  shown  for  the  region  as  a  \</hole.  Receipts 
from  eggs  were  down  quite  generally  throughout  the  region,  hut  receipts  from 
hogs,  chickens,  and  milk  were  up  sharply. 

vre stern  Region 

Receipts  from  crops  for  May  in  the  Western  region  increased  15  percent 
ahovc  19^+3.    Receipts  from  wheat,  potatoes,  and  citrus  fruit  made  marked  gains. 
Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  were  up  6  percent  with  those 
from  cattle,  hogs,  and  milk  sold  at  wholesale  especially  high. 

Tor  the  first  5  months,  receipts  from  crop  marketings  advanced  15  per- 
cent above  the  same  period  last  year.    This  was  due  mostly  to  sharp  increases 
in  receipts  from  wheat,  potatoes,  and  citrus  fruit.     Receipts  from  livestock 
and  livestock  products  rose  10  percent  ahove  the  first  5  months  in  19^3. 
Receipts  from  all  meat  animals  except  sheep  and  lambs  made  decided  gains, 
hut  receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  dropped  slightly.
